_ Today’s Editorial 


WHOSE RIGHTS? 


On December 15, 1791, the Bill of Rights—the first 10 
amendments to the Constitution—became effective. Those 
amendments are the very core of American liberties, They 
have stood the test of more than a century and a half of rug- 
ged history and changing customs. 


_ Today their existence and enforcement marks one of the 
big differences between the mode of life in America and that 
in many other countries. 


Just what do those 10 amendments include? Most of us 
know that they guarantee freedom of religion, of speech, of 
the press and the right to petition. But they also include such 
vital rights as the right of prompt and impartial public trial 
fer anyone accused of crime, they prevent an accused person 
from being tried twice on the same charge; exempt an accus- 
ed from testifying against himself; prohibit excessive bail or 
fines, or cruel and inhuman punishment; protect against search 
or seizure of private property without a warrant; require com- 
pensation to owners when property is taken for public use; 
and they clarify the rights of the people and of the states in 
instances not covered by the Constitution. 


It is our privilege not only to enjoy the protection of the 
Bill of Rights but to see to-it that.no American.is..a¢nied the 
same privilege under any guise or excuse. The future of Amer- 
ica will be largely determined by how we live by the Bill of 
Rights today. 

Which brings us down to cases, 

The section about excessive bails for instance. 


Tuesday in San Bernardino, Johnnyy Russo, city vice lord, 
was freed on $50 bail on charges of spitting at and cursing 
Mrs. Ruth Stockslader, vice crusader, who has fought Russo 
for years. 

Later the same day, Mrs. Stockslader was hauled into 
court on a traffic charge. Her bail was set at $100 and she 
was forced to spend time in the women’s “tank” at the jail. 

That’s a local angle to chew on. 

Now take prompt and impartial trial. That should work 
two ways. For example, John Maragon, the mystery man 
who had ready access to the White House. ; 

Three months ago the senate asked the justice depart- 
mert to prosecute him on perjury charges. But nothing has 
been done. 

. Freedom of speech is another of our abused amendments. 
Time and time again, city and county governments have re- 
fused certain political parties the right of assembly and speech. 

On several occasions, these incidents have been publicized 
and corrections have been made. But too many times they 
have been overlooked. 

We are prone to beef when our rights are in jeopardy, 
but when it is the other guy .. . well that’s his fight. 

But the Bill of Rights belongs to everybody. One viola- 
tion of those rights is everybody’s fight. 

We must fight together against each and every attempt 
to weaken the first 10 amendments. We may not agree with 
the Communists but under the Bill of Rights we must recog- 
nize their right to speak. 

Remember, some day you may belong to a minority or- 
ganization. Then you will want support.

London Lights Dimmed in ‘Brownout’ 


LONDON (UP)—London dimmed its bright lights last night in 
a “brownout” resulting from a strike of power plant workers that 
threatened to spread, and observers said the cabinet may proclaim 
a state of emergency if the walkout continues. Four power plants 
in the London area have been affected, and nearly 1,000 workers 
in two other stations voted to join the wildcat strike of 2,800 un- 
less an agreement is reached on the employes’ demand for a seven 
and one-half per cent bonus. 


Atomic Plans Concealed in ‘Chutes 


WASHINGTON (UP)—Royall Edward Norton, 29-year-old navy 
veteran, said last night that the Russians slipped “atomic blueprints” 
hidden in parachute bags through the Kodiak, Alaska, U. S. lend- 
lease base while he was assigned there during the war. Norton made 
the statement in a recorded interview with radio commentator Ful- 
ton Lewis, Jr., who traveled to Clemson college, about 30 miles from 
Greenville, S. C., to talk to the former chief petty officer. 


Ex-Bulgar Official Condemned 


SOFIA, Bulgaria (UP)—Former Deputy Premier Traicho Kostov 
was sentenced to death yesterday less than 24 hours after he de- 
fiantly declared he was innocent of treason and espionage. All 11 
defendants in the trial were found guilty. But Kostov, the only one 
to plead not guilty, was the only one sentenced to death. Five of his 
co-defendants were sentenced to life imprisonment, three to 15 years, 
one to 12 years and one to eight years.

In Explosion 


SIOUX CITY, Ia. (UP)—A 
wall-smashing explosion rip- 
ped through the big Swift & 
Co. meat plant and office 
building today, killing at least 
16 persons and injuring more 
than 150. 


Hours after the blast, rescue) 
workers probed with trucks and) 
bulldozers in the glare of spot- 
lights for possible additional vic- 
tims buried under a tangled pile 


of cement slabs, twisted girders, 
dead chickens and hams. 

Asst. Fire Chief Robert Hirsch, 
however, said he was “pretty 
sure” all of the dead had been 
found. 

The toll of dead was reported 
by Lt. Cmdr. F. W. Fedderson, | 
supervising the collection of bodies | 
at the Naval Reserve armory. 

In addition 101 persons were 
taken to hospitals with injuries 
and at least six of these were 
listed as critical. Officials said 
an estimated 50 more suffered 
minor injuries and were not treat- 
ed at hospitals. 

The dead included 15 men em- 
ployes from Sioux City and sur- 
rounding communities and a wo-|} 
man, Mrs. Ruth Teager of South | 
Sioux City, Neb., who had _ been| 
working this week as a relief |

SACRAMENTO (UP)—A com- 
mittee of the California legisla- 
ture last night approved bills in- 
creasing the penalties from some 
sex crimes, including measures to 
apply the death penalty in two 
more kinds of cases. 

The assembly judiciary com- 
mittee took the action although it 
received a warning from the au- 
thor of the Kinsey report that 
penalties for sex crimes should 
be increased, and that sex crime 
laws shou‘d not be passed in a 
time of public hysteria. 

The bills the committee approv- 
ed for passage by the assembly 
would: 

1. Impose the death penalty or 
life imprisonment without possi- 
bility of parole for kidnaping for 
sex purposes where the victim is
